| HERE preſent you with a ſmall Colle&ion of ſome of 
| the beauties of that incomparable magazine of the rich - 
eſt treaſures, I mean the Bible; or if I may ſo call it, 

our father's will; wherein the legatees are not diſtinguiſhed 
by name, but by character. Some legacies are given and 


granted ſo univerſally, that every man may, without pre- 


ſumption, believe that ſomething infinitely worthy of his 
acceptance is left for him, and granted to him in that teſta- 
ment, which has been ſealed and dedicated with the blood of 
the teſtator : while other legacies are granted only to thoſe 
of a very particular character, to which few, very few at- 
tain.

I have never meant to quote the ſame paſlage twice, 


though ſometimes nearly the ſame words occur ſeveral 
times, being found in different paſſages; as alſo in the 


notes ſome texts are inſerted that are to be found i in the body 


of the work. 


* I have Rte left out the additions; or ſupplements, 


added by the tranſlators to complete the ſenſe, and where 
I have retained them they are marked in ztalics, as they are 
In the Engliſh Bible. 
I have uſed the word abo inſtead of which where it ap- 
red to me molt proper. 
Where the word Log is printed in capitals i in the Bible, 
T have endeavoured to. have it printed in the ſame manner in 


this Collection; the word in the- Hebrew being that which 


e pronounce JEHovan, and which the Jews never attempt 
to pronounce at all, but call it, The great myſterious Name 
of God: inſtead of which they commonly uſe the word 
Adonai, which anſwers to the. Engliſh word Lord. 

I have ſometimes added the marginal readings, at other 
times words that appeared to me preferable to thoſe uſed in 
the text; in all which caſes I have included ſuch additions 
in a parentheſis, (thus.) 

Some other little variations are noted at the bottom of the 
pages wherein they occur. 

Io the following Collection there is, firſt, A 3 ad- 
Qreſs to Almighty God; in which the greatneſs of his mercy 
1s celebrated, his wonderful works declared, and his domi- 
nion over all aſſerted. In the ſecond place you have a diſ. 
courſe upon the Jove of God, the death of Chrift, the 
falvation of mankind, the certainty that Chriſt will ſub- 
due all *. to himſelf ; ; than he will ſubject, 3 
an 
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and gather all things into one, or rehead all things: then 
follows a deſcription of the particular number of the 
church of the firſt born, or firſt fruits unto God and the 
Lamb; as alſo an account of the great number which no 
man could number of all nations, &c. this part cloſes with 


2 declaration of the worſhip that ſhall at laſt be paid to God 


| and the Lamb, by every creature without exception. Third- 


ly, there is an exhortation given to the children of men 
univerſally, to praiſe Jenovan, for his unbounded benevo- 
lence, and his kindneſs towards mankind in particular. 
Fourthly, then follows a form of thankſgiving and ſuppli- 
cation, ſuitable for any Chriſtian congregation, as the 
whole is copied nearly from the words of the new teſtament, 
and chiefly from the thankſgivings and prayers of the A- 
poſtles. Then laltly, there is a ſubze& entered into that ſeems 
almoſt inexhauſtible, and though much is quoted, much 
more might have been quoted, to ſhew that God threatens, 
(yea and executes) the greateſt judgements, and makes the 
moſt glorious promiſes to the ſame people; and who dare 
ſay, That he will not fulfill all the words which his mouth 
hath ſpoken, however contrary and impoſlible they may 


ſeem to unbelieving minds? 


The following ſhould always be maxims with us, when we 


read ſuch prophecies that appear impoſſible or contradictory. 


© Is any thing too hard for the LoR D?!“ | 
For with God nothing ſhall be impoſlible.? . 


God is not a man, that he ſhould lie; neither the ſon of 
man, that he ſhould repent : hath he ſaid, and ſhall he not' 


| do? or hath he ſpoken, and ſhall he not make it good ?? 


© And alſo the Strength of Iſrael will not lie, nor repent : 
for he is not a man, that he ſhould repent.” | 5 

If we firmly believed thefe truths, we ſhould not ſtagger 
at the promiſes of God through unbelief ; but ſhould be 
ſtrong in faith, giving glory to God.: and be fully per- 
ſwaded that what he hath promiſed, he is able alſo to perform. 

It was the aim of the writer to collect ſcripture paſ- 
ſages, and diſpoſe them under proper beads, fo as to form 
one continued diſcourſe, where the reading ſhould be con- 
nected and agreeable, and to arrange the texts in ſuch a a 
manner as might add to their perſpicuity, and illuſtrate the 
ſubject; but he intreats the candour of his readers to excuſe 
any defects they may perceive in the method of the enſuing 
Collection, as it was wrote but once over, and then only by 
piece-meals, and carried directly to the preſs, and had no 
friendly eye or hand to ſpy out or correct its faults, except 
bis own ; and he beſides other difficulties laboured under

And not only ſo, but we alſo joy in God through
